The tropical storm that lashed the 
Florida Keys, leaVing behind 100 or 
more reported dead, swung up the 
western Side of the peninsula on Wed- 
nesday and battered at St. Peters- 
burg and Tampa as it passed. 

Reports from the Key West Naval 
District Commander indicateg 700 
persons were marooned on the Mat- 
ecumbe Key in tae centre of the dev- 
astated area. Lack of communica- 
tions and duplication of reports from 
varied sources made it difficult to 
compile a list of casualties. : 

The storm was reported moving 
slowly northwarg with winds of full 
hurricane intensity. Residents of Ce- 
dar Key, island community off the 
Florida coast, where the peninsula 
turns west to form an inverted “L” 
prepared for a blow from the storm 
centre during the day.

This i, well shown in the 
case of the sale of alfalfa meal in 
Great Britain. Colour is of first im- 
portance. Even where an analysis 
shows other meal to be of tae highest 
value in food content, buyers seem to 
be influenced more by its appearance. 
Canadian alfalfa is in demand. As 
regards English alfalfa, a system of 
artificial drying has been adopted v 
which, it is claimed, improves the 
quality. The process takes 35 min- 
utes and the time consumed between 
cutting and packing is only an hour 
or two. It is said if the plant be dried 
immediately after cutting, the A, B. 
and D Vitamin contents are re- 
tained, which is not the case where 
the alfalfa is left out in toe field, even 
for short periods, before drying.

SEPTEMBER THRESHING 
GENERAL IN THE WEST 

Cool, showery weather with some 
high winds has made cutting and 
threshing slow, and rains in some 
districts have been so intermittent 
that wheat is becoming tough. Some 
localities report frost but only to a 
very limited extent and mostly in 
districts where grains are far enough 
along to be immune to frost damage. 
Rust damage is distinctly showing up 
over a tremendously wide area and 
some yields are even more disap- 
pointing than anticipated. Grades are 
low. Wheat cutting with another 
week of goog weather will be prac- 

c., completed and threshing 
should de general early in Septem- 
ber. ape 

Threshing operations m Manitoba 
have been held up by rains but in 
some districts 45 % of the grain 
has passed tarough the separator. 
Yields of barley and dats vary from 
poor to good but common bread 
wheat samples are of inferior quality 
in Southern Manitoba. 

In Saskatchewan slight frosts have 
been reported from some localities 
but no damage was done to the crop. 
Rust ang grasshoppers have been 
causing damage to oat crops and far- 
mers are now cutting oats whether 
ripe or not. Rye fields have been sat- 
isfactory and these districts, so hard 
hit for fodder during the past few 
years, will find sufficient available 
to feed stock this winter. : 

In Alberta warm weather is neces- 
sary to speed up operations. Yields 
in these districts will be quite var- 
iable, some localities estimating the 
outrun of wheat at from 30 to 40 
bushels and others only from 5 to 15 
bushels. 8 

In the Peace River territory grain 
is ripening slowly, as the weather 
has been unsettled and frost has 


| caused damage estimated at 25 per 
‘cent in districts south of the Peace 
i but no damage is noticeable north of 


the River. 


SAFETY LAWS | 
FREVENT ACCIDENTS 


With the approach of the hunting 
season in various parts of Canada, 
during which thousands of sportsmen 
will make for the woods and marshes 
to seek their trophies of animals and 
birds, a few precautions concerning 
the use of firearms may be mentioned 
in order to avoid accidents, or pos- 
sible fatilities, which may result from 
the careless handling of guns, parti- 
cularly in the hands of the less-ex- 
perienced sportsmen. 

While the hunting season is a time 
of action in which a series of “don'ts” 
would seem to defeat the enthusiasm 
of the sportsmen, nevertheless, in 
view of the possible danger attendant 
upon the careless handling of such 
weapons, @ little timely advice seems 
in ordet to safeguard the sportsman 
and others from injury. 

The American Game Association, 
anxious to protect the welfare of 
sportsmen, states that many people 
are injured each year, principally 
throug their own ignorance.
